SUNKEN SUBMARINE 
“NOT TO BE RAISED 
UNTIL NEXT SPRING 


Decision Is Made When 
Hope for Six Men Is 
Finally Ended. 


WINTER WORK WOULD 
RISK DIVERS’ LIVES 


Gnerations Will Continue on 
the S-4 as Long as the 
Weather Permits. 


NO ATTEMPT PLANNED 
TO RECOVER THE DEAD 


Vessel, It Is Said, Could Be 
Raised in Week Under 
Good Conditions. 


Provincetown, Mass., Dec. 22 (A.P.). 
The sunken submarine S-4 which lies 
in 17 fathoms of water off this hafbor. 
in all probability will not be raised 
until next spring. Officers of the fleet 
of naval vessels assembled here to sal- 
vage the vessel let this fact be defi- 
nitely known tonight. 

The statement was made after a 
day of activity during which ten 
divers descended to the sunken sub- 
marine, and Commander Edward Ells- 
berg, in charge of diving operations, 
almost lost his life when he became 
bogged in the mud on the ocean floor 
From 11 o’clock in the forenoon, 
when Rear Admiral Frank H. Brumby 
announced that there was no longer 
possibility that life remained in the 
torpedo room of the S-4,-where six 
men had been imprisoned’ since last 
Saturday, the impression grew that 
rescue efforts had changed to a rou- 
tine salvage operation, and that this 
would not be completed in the winter 
months. 


Will Continue Working. 


Admiral Brumby said the work 
would go on while weather conditions 
remained favorable, but said that as 
soon as normal winter weather set in 
it would be suspended. 
“We are going ahead with this work 
as fast as we can until the weather 
halts it or the Navy Department calls 
operations off,” he said. “Then we 
will cease until spring and the work 
that is being done now will not have 
to be repeated.” 
“The bodies on the S-4 will not be 
removed,” one officer said. “To re- 
move them it would be necessary to 
cut a hole in the hull of one room to 
recover even the six, and entering such 
a hole would endanger the lives of the 
divers. If we recovered the bodies of 
the six men this month what would 
the families of the other victims do?’’

CREDIT GUARANTEE HERE 


American Banks Assist in the 
Stabilization of Lira on 
Gold Basis. 


FRANCE EXPECTED NEXT 


New York, Dec. 22 (A.P.).—A total 
of $55,000,000 of the $125,000,000 credit 
to Italy in connection with the stabili- 
zation of the lira on a gold basis of 
5.31 cents, or 19 to the dollar, will be 
guaranteed by American banks, it was 
announced today. Federal Reserve 
banks have agreed to purchase up to 
$20,000,000 of prime commercial bills 
from the Banca d’Italy, and J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. have extended a credit to 
the same institution of $25,000,000. 

Of the remainder, 5,000,000 pounds 
sterling, or about $25,000,000, is guar- 
anteed by the London banks of Morgan. 
Grenfell & Co., Baring Brothers & Co., 
Ltd., the Ham Brothers Bank, Ltd., and 
N M. Rothschilds & Sons. The bal- 
ance, amounting to about $45,000,000, 
was arrangecd by the various central 
banks of Europe. 

The present credit is described in 
banking circles as the final step in 
stabilization» of the Italian currency, 
and is obtained for use more as a 
cushion than for real financial need. 
The first step was taken in November, 
1925, when Count Volpi, the Italian 
finance minister, after funding of the 
Italian government debt, arranged a 
loan of $10,000,000 with the Morgan 
bank for stabilization purposes. With 
this as a foundation, the government 
established a reserve. 

The new credit is described as a sec- 
ondary reserve to be used in case of 
need. 

The method in establishing the credit 
in’ this instance follows the general 
outlines of arrangements made with 
the British and Belgian gcvernments at 
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$984,104 Check Paid 
To Kerensky Envoy 


New York, Dec. 22 (A.P.).—A check 
for $984,104 was paid today to a rep- 
resentative of the former Kerensky 
government in Russia in final settle- 
ment of that government’s suit against 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad resulting 
from the Black Tom Island explosion 
in 1916. Munitions, which were stored 
on the island in New York Harbor, 
were owned by the Russian govern- 
ment. 

The check was made payable at the 
direction of Federal Court Justice 
Winslow to Serge Ughet, recognized by 
the Department of State as represen- 
tative in this country of the Kerensky 
government.

KEEP LINDBERGH UP 
AO MOTHER LANDS 


Flier Twice Forced Back 
Into Air; She Fears 
Danger to Throng. 


AMERICAN EMBASSY 
IS SCENE OF REUNION 


Enthusiastic. Welcome Given 
to First Woman to Fly to 
Southern Capital. 


Mexico City, Dec. 22 (A.P.).—The first 
woman to fly from the United States 
to Mexico, mother of the first man to 
fly from New York to Paris and from 
Washington to Mexico City, had only 
one moment of fear on a 2,000-mile trip 
from Detroit. 

The moment was when Mrs. Evange- 
line Lindbergh and her famous son 
landed at Valbuena Field in different 
planes. The fear was not for béfself or 
for her son, but for the eager sp3éctators 
who rushed toward the down-coming 
plane to welcome the flier and his 
mother. Without the police -control 
deemed necessary when Charles A. 
Lindbergh himself first arrived last 
week, 2,000 or more persons gathered to 
witness the arrival of Mrs. Lindbergh. 
twice forced her son back into the air 
after landing, in order to avoid damage 
to the crowd or to his plane. 

Mrs. Lindbergh landed at 3:44 p. m. 
from Tampico, her last stop. Col. Lind- 
bergh had gone out in the Spirit of 
St. Louis to meet her and escort her 
three-motored Ford cabin plane to the 
field. | 

Fliér Misses Mother. 


The young maz? left the field about 50 
minutes before his mother’s arrival, but 
missed her and returned about five min- 
utes after she had landed. Only a few 
police were present and there were no 
lines of soldiers holding back the crowd 
as they did a week ago when he first 
arrived. His admirers forced him to cir- 
cle about the field for nearly an hour 
before he could get the Spirit of St. 
Louis safely into a hangar. Meantime, 
his mother was taken to the American 
Embassy in the city in an automobile 
with Ambassador and Mrs. Morrow. 

When Lindbergh first landed the 
crowd rushed toward him and he 
promptly took to the air.

One Bull’s-Eye, Two Indirect 
Hits Scored With 20,100 
Pounds of Explosive. 


SPAN’S RAIL IS WRECKED 


Albermarle, N. C., Dec. 22 (A.P.).— 
Arffiy aviators testing their marksman- 
ship on the Swift Island bridge over 
the Peedee River here today dropped a 
total of 20,100 pounds of high explosive 
bombs to score one bull’s eye and two 
indirect hits, breaking down the bridge 
railing at the marked target span and 
destroying the floor of the structure. 

Most of the shots were dropped from 
an altitude of 8,000 feet. Fragments 
of shell casings were hurled 300 feet 
to the new bridge which will replace 
the one being destroyed by the War 
Department in a series of tests con- 
ducted under war-time regulations. 

Assistant Secretary of War Davison, 
Gen. A. J. Bowley, commandant of Fort 
Bragg, and Maj. Carl Spatz, of the Air 
Corps at Washington, who were wit- 
nessing the tests from dugouts on the 
new bridge. were forced to take to 
cover when the flying casings peppered 
their positions. The force of the 600- 
pound bombs easily was felt 500 yards 
away and the surrounding terrain shook 
with the explosions. 

Three ships flying at 8,000 feet twice 
dropped salvos of 12 300 pounders 
without scoring a hit. One ofthe con- 
sigments, however, tore up the roadway 
for a distance of 70 yards and rendered 
it impassakle. The others lit in the 
stream and covered the main span with 
a shower of mud an inch thick. 

One 300-pounder fell 20 feet from 
the structure and tore a hole in the 
river .bank 30 feet deep and 15 feet 
wide.

“Do not permit the use of candles 
on a Christmas tree or in any part of 
the house as Christmas decoration or 
illumination. All open flames are pos- 
sible fire hazards. Do not leave 
matches within reach of children. 

“The Christmas season, with its 
mumerous packages, always Means ac- 
cumulation of a large amount of dis- 
carded wrapping paper, excelsior and 
other packing. See that these are kept 
far from your heating plant or other 
fire and that they are removed from 
your home as promptly as possible. 

“Do not allow Christmas trees to re- 
main inside buildings after the holi- 
days. The tree itself will ignite 


- Feadily when its needles have become 


dry and a large number of fires during 
January usually occur from this cause 

“Avoid toys requiring inflammable 
liquids for their operation and motion 
picture machines using inflammable 
film. Be sure,that wiring for electrical 
toys and decorations is properly in- 
stalled and in good condition.”

Juror’s Testimony Confusing 
on Coercion Under Quiz by 
Prosecutor O’Leary. 


ADMITS HE CORRECTED 
DISPUTED AFFIDAVIT 


Counsel Agree to Limit “Trial 
Within Trial” to Case of 
Former Juror. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 

The examination of Edward J. Kid- 
well, jr., yesterday, as part of the in- 
vestigation that he had been intimi- 
dated by the office of the district at- 
torney with respect to his evidence in 
the contempt trial of Harry F. Sinclair 
and five other respondents, led into a 
maze which made it virtually impossi- 
ble for the court, attorneys or specta- 
tors to obtain any clear and specific 
idea of what the witness. had done or 
said during the time that he was mak- 
ing affidavits as to incidents during 
the Fall-Sinclair conspiracy trial. 


The witness, under questioning by 
James J. O'Leary, assistant district at- 
torney, gave confusing, conflicting and 
contradictory answers in so many in- 
Stances that it was impossible to sep- 
arate much of what he said in any 
intelligent fashion. 

At times he stated what was related 
in an affidavit made on December 9 
was not true, but his later testimony 
indicated that many of his objections 
were to the phraseology and not the 
substance of what had been set forth 
in the document. 


Corrected One Affidavit. 


He testified that he had not read the 
affidavit of December 15 and 16, of 
which the second paragraph in each 
instance is, it is charged, false, but he 
also testified to having looked over one 
of the affidavits and making correc- 
tions in pen and ink in certain places, 
including one in the second paragraph 
Kidwell gave evidence that he had 
signed and sworn to both documents 
as being true to the best of his belief. 
but explained that in doing so he ac- 
cepted as the truth the statements he 
himself had made, which were em- 
bodied in the first paragraphs, and 
not those in the second, which he stil! 
‘nsisted were dictated by Mr. O’Leary. 

Incidents such as those quoted above 
were sO frequent as to prevent descrip- 
tion in detail. Kidwell, on occasion 
denied positively a given set of facts 
and at other times said merelv that he 
could not remember a similar circum- 
stance. The witness, after indicatine 
that he was unaware of what had been 
said in the second paragraphs, late 
testified that he thought they were 
‘just another way of saying that I as 
well as recognized this man and wasn’t 
sure, but you tried to make me say 
it was the man.” 

There were interludes during his tes- 
timony when Kidwell departed from 
strict answers and gave sidelichts on 
his contact with the district attor- 
ney’s office that were highly interest- 
ing, - 

Again Warned by Court. 


At one time he gave as an explana- 

on of the wdy in which the Gisputed 
eahiatia were drawn the followin 
Statement, which he ascribed to Mr 
O'Leary: 

“All these high-priced lawyers are 

trying to make you the underdog and 
I don’t want to see them doit. You 
do what I say” 
The impression that the witness gave 
at the time was that it was under 
some such influence that the disputed 
affidavits were drawn. 

A slight sensation was created dur- 
ing Kidwell’s testimony when it was 
revealed by his own words that he had 
discussed some facts in the case with 
his mother and father in the face of 
the injunction given him by Justice 
Siddons that he was not to discuss the 
case with any one. It resulted in a 
renewal of the warning by the court 
at adjournment hour, this time with 
the express stipulation that he was not 
to mention the case even to members 
of his family. 

The day, devoted entirely to the di- 
rect examination of Kidwell, was not 
without its customary clashes between 
counsel. The first matter called to the 
attention of the court, an alleged error 
in the stenographic report, led to an 
interchange between George P. Hoover 
of counsel! for Sinclair, and Mr O'Leary 
The show of animosity between them 
continued throughout the day, and the 
court on more than one occasion cut 
short such engagements and called for 
the development of the matter at issue.

NAVY YARD EMPLOYES 
STUDY WAGE PROTEST 


Some Paid Less Than They 
Were Seven Years Ago, 
Conference Is Told. 


Stockmen, policemen and _ clerical 
workers and other employes of the 
Washington Navy Yard and other naval 
establishments affiliated with the Na- 
tional Federation of Federal Employes 
sent representatives here yesterday for 
a conference with Luther C. Steward, its 
president, which may result in a protest 
against the latest award of the Navy 
wage board of review bearing on these 
occupations to Secretary of the Navy 
Wilbur or President Coolidge. 

These representatives with those of 
the American Federation of Labor may 
lodge a complaint charging discrimina- 
tion against and violation of the spirit 
and letter of the law governing wage 
adjustment in naval establishments. 
The basic complaint is that the local 
wage board’s recommendations for 
classified forces are usually ignored 
whereas those based on similar data for 
the main group of workmen are gen< 
erally. accepted and corresponding in- 
creases granted. 

The fact also is emphasized that most 
changes in classified ratings made dur- 
ing the last four years have either been 
in ratings carrying no employes or those 
adaptable only by individual recom- 
mendations, which the various bureaus 
seldom approve. 

As a result of this condition, it is 
alleged, a majority of classified employes 
are now receiving less pay than they did 
seven yeyars ago, while substantial in- 
creases have been granted similar work- 
ers in other governmental departments.

Pawtucket Cellars. 


Pawtucket, R..I., Dec, 22 (A.P.).—

stone Valley Gas & Electric Co., today 
revoked his order, issued last week, di- 
recting meter readers and other em- 
ployes to report the existence of stills 
and other apparatus that might indi- 
cate violation of the prohibition laws.

“The order is revoked, but this revo- 
cation must not be construed by our 
employes as authorizing any relaxation 
of vigilance in respect to illegal use of 
gas furnished by the companies.”

BROWN TO GO ON STAND 


January 9 will be an important day 
for the District of Columbia on Capi-' 
tol Hill. On that day hearings will 
be started by two subcommittees, the 
Gibson subcommittee, appointed to in- 
vestigate the municipal government 
here, and the District subcommittee of 
the House appropriations committee. 
The latter will have charge of the $40,- 
000,000 budget proposed for the District 
for the fiscal year 1929. 

Representative Robert G. Simmons. 
of Nebraska, the new chairman of the 
appropriations subcommittee, in an- 
nouncing yesterday that.hearings would 
be started January 9, declared that he 
would remain in Washington during 
the Christmas recess and would make 
a first-hand study of various activi- 
ties in the District government. 

The first persons to be called by 
Representative Simmons will be the 
District Commissioners and District 
Auditor Daniel J. Donovan. They will 
be asked to explain and justify the va- 
rious items carried in the budget. 

The Commissioners are not expected 
to make their plea for a 60-40 fiscal 
policy until the end of the hearings. 
There are three new members on the 
subcommittee, who, at the present 
time, know very little about District 
affairs. The Commissioners feel that 
it would be best to go over the budget, 
item by item, until these members be- 
come familiar with the cost of running 
the city, and then, at the end, make 
their plea for a change in the fiscal 
policy. 


The Gibson subcommittee will have 


as its first witness, Herbert D. Brown, 
chief of the United States Bureau of 
Efficiency, who will be asked to report 
on the investigations his bureau has 
been making the municipal govern- 
ment. 

Later the District Commissioners 
will be called, and will be asked to ex- 
plain why they have not adopted some 
recommendations made by Brown.

Was prorogued today with the tradl- 


tional picturesque ceremonies. It will 
reassemble February 7 

As is customary, his majesty’s faith- 
ful commoners, headed by the sergeant- 
at-arms, carrying a mace, and by the 
speaker, paraded to the House of Lords 
to hear the king’s speech reviewing the 
work of the session. The speech was 
read by the lord chancellor. 

His majesty declared that the Brit- 
ish government does not intend to in- 
crease its naval building program, de- 
spite the temporary failure’ of the 
Geneva naval conference. On this sub- 
ject the king said: 

“A conference with representatives 
of the United States of America and 
Japan was held at Geneva, at which 
delegates of my government put for- 
ward proposals for the future limita- 
tion of armaments, which, if accepted, 
would have led to substantial reduc- 
tions in naval strengths and costs. I 
regret that, though much community 
of view was revealed, it was not pos- 
sible to reach a general agreement. But 
in spite of this temporary failure, my 
government has no intention of em- 
barking upon an increase in their na- 
val building program, which is based 
upon a considered view of the defen- 
sive needs of my widespread empire.” 

The king emphasized the fact that 
the policy of the British government in 
regard to war debts was to limit its

the time of the stabilization of their 
currencies. 

Response to the Italian lira stabiliza- 
tion in the New York market was re- 
fiected by heavy demand for Italian 
bonds at rising prices. More than 
$1,500,000 governmental, municipal and 
industrial issues changed hands on the 
New York Stock Exchange, prices ris- 
ing in some cases to the highest levels 
of the year. 

Italian exchange, which had been 
quoted around 5.42 cents yesterday, 
dropped about 15 points today, bringing 
the rate more nearly in line with the 
newly established gold exchange stand- 
ard. 

The Federal Reserve Banks’ part in 
the transaction is not strictly a gold 
credit, but an agreement to purchase 
commercial bills. This procedure has 
been followed in other credit participa- 
tions by the Federal Reserve Banks, the 
most recent of which was the stabiliza- 
tion loan to the Polish central bank. 
If desired in Italy, payment for the 
commercial bills can ee in gold in 
the New York markev. 


(Associated Press.) 
Secretary Mellon and members of the 
Federal Reserve Board believe that the 
adoption of the gold standard by Italy 
probably is a forerunner of similar ac- 
tions by France because of the close 
relation of the lira and franc. 
France and Spain are the only princl- 
pal countries of Europe that have not 
accepted gold as the monetary standard. 
Spain, said Vice Governor Platt, of the 
Federal Reserve Board, has a gufficlent 
stock of gold to go on a gold basis at 
any time without outside aid. 
The return of Italy to the gold stand- 
ard will not require any substantial ex- 
portation of gold from the United 
States, in the opinion of the Secretary 
of the Treasury. Neither is the change 
expected to affect the markets or busi- 
ness to any appreciable degree, he said, 
as the negotiations had been known to 
inside banking circles for some time.

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DETAILS IN ITALIAN 
MONE TARY REFORMS 
EXPLAINED BY ENVOY 


Return to Gold Standard Will 
Aid Country, Ambassador 
De Martino Says. 


PRODUCT OF PROLONGED 
AND CAREFUL STUDY 


Measure. Decided On, With 
Full Cooporation of U. S. 
and British Banks. 


Ambassador de Martino last night 
furnished.The Washington Post with 
a summary of the details of the Italian 
monetary reform decided upon by the 
council of ministers at Rome providing 
for the return of the lira to a gold 
standard. It follows: 

The measure was decided in full co- 
operation with Bank of England and 
Federal Reserve Bank, who have acted 
for account of fifteen banks of issue 
in Europe and other continents on 
gold basis. 

The Italian monetary reform was the 
subject of careful and prolonged study, 
and is based upon following factors: 

1. Balanced state budget, which has 
shown substantial surplus for past 
three fiscal years. 

2. Adjustment of war debt to United 
States of America and Great Britain 
on very favorable basis, and organiza- 
tion of an autonomous amortization 
fund for administration of war debts 
and reparations. 

3. Stern control of foreign exchange 
trade. 

4. Concentration of issue privilege 
exclusively in Bank of Italy, and re- 
placement of Treasury notes for small 
denominations issued by the state, with 
Silver coin fully covered by the value 
of their precious metal. 


Deflation Is Stern. 


5. Stern policy of deflation by the 
withdrawal without substitution of 
400,000,000 lire in state notes of 25 lire, 
and reimbursement to the Bank of 
Italy of 2,500,000,000 lire issued for war 
needs by the transfer to said bank of 
net proceeds Morgan loan of 1925 de- 
flationary policy was continued so as 
to reach the present volume of 17,500 
million lire against a record level of 
22,000 millions in 1920. 

6. Careful supervision Over national 
banking system. 

7. Conversion of floating debt into 
funded obligations, which has com- 
pletely eliminated floating indebtedness, 
leaving only nine-year treasury bonds 
due 1931 and thereafter. 

8. Floating foreign loans to Italian 
industries in the American and British 
markets within safe limits, and the 
proceeds of which were put at the dis- 
posal of the state treasury. 

9. Creation of new sinking fund for 
the internal national debt, which has 
already bought and destroyed 300,000,- 
000 lire of public debt bonds during 
first quarter of activity and buying 
during the fourth month additional 
450,000,000, which are being destroyed

10. Supervision and control of all 
wholesale and retail prices. 

The Bank of Italy, as a result of the 
credit arrangements made with the 
Bank of England and with the Federal 
Reserve Bank for a total amount of 
$75,000,000, and with a banking syndi- 
cate headed by J. P. Morgan & Co. for 
an additional $50,000,000, has at its dis- 
posal for the defense of the new gold 
lira a total of 16,497,000,000 against 
a total actual circulation of 17,500,- 
000,000, that is a covering of 94 per cent 
for defense purposes. 

The main characteristics of monetary 
reform are the following: 

1. Bank of Italy will convert against 
presentation to its Rome central office 
its own paper currency in gold of 
foreign exchange of those countries 
which are on gold standard. 

2. The new gold parity is fixed in the 
ratio of a weight of fine gold or grams 
7.919 for each 100 lire corresponding 
to 19 lire per dollar, 92.46 per pound 
sterling, 3.76 per gold franc. 


Arrangement for Paper Money. 


3. All paper currency issued by the 
Bank of Italy and treasury notes of 
small denominations will possess full 
legal tender power until withdrawn 
from circulation, same power to be en- 
joyed by silver, nickel and copper coins 
to an extent equal to that enjoyed pre- 
vious to the monetary reform. 

4. Bank of Italy is authorized to in- 
clude in its assets expressed in gold iire 
on the basis indicated in previous No. 
2, all its reserves, allocating resulting 
surplus to reduction of state debt to- 
ward bank of issue. 

5. Bank of It&ly is obliged to keep a 
reserve in gold or foreign exchange, as 
indicated in No. 1, for an amount not 
lower than 40 per cent of total paper in 
circulation or any other side obligation. 

The return of Italy to the gold stand-

Acosta Plane Proves 
Tail Heavy in Test 


Roosevelt Field, N. Y., Dec. 22 (A.P.). 
The proposed efidurance flight of Bert 
Acosta and Emile Burgin was post- 
poned today until December 27, when a 
test flight demonstrated the necessity 
for a redistribution of the fuel load. 


A brief test flight was made with 400 
gallons of fuel, but the plane, a Fokker 
Universal Monoplane, proved so tail 
heavy that 150 gallons had to be jetti- 
soned in the air.

The work™of preparing to raise the 
S-4 continued all day and into the 
hight, the first effort being to blow a 
hole under the 8-4 about 28 feet from 
the bow so that a chain might be 
passed under for pontoon-raising oper- 
ations. It was when Commander Ells- 
berg went down to make a personal 
survey of the situation and check upon 
his divers’ reports that he sank over 
his head in soft mud at the bottom. 
A diver was started down to aid him, 
but the officer was able to win free 
without assistance. 

From tonight on; so long as weather 
Yermits diving, the divers will work in 
pairs, the squad of twenty now on the 
mine sweeper Falson, flagship of the 
salvage fleet, having been divided into 
two watches. 


Will Not Risk Lives. 


It. was pointed out by several officers 
after a conference attended by Admiral 
Brumby, Commander Ellsberg and Capt. 
Ernest F. King, associated in the salvage 
work, that if the extraordinary weather 
of the past two days continued, the 
submarine could be salvaged probably 
within a week. 

The Navy Department ordered that 
the salvaging should be done “as soon 
as possible,” it was said, this being in- 
terpreted as meaning as soon as the 
work could be done without endanger- 
ing the lives of the divers. 

Inasmuch as the officers and men 
on the S-4 are dead, those in charge 
of salvage work said it would be **ol- 
hardy to risk the lives of divers to re- 
cover their bodies. The salvage work 
might be completed before spring, they 
said, if those directing it were willing 
to sacrifice the lives of several divers 
in the effort. 

The S-4 had been at the bottom of 
the sea off Provincetown Harbor for 
just 114 hours when it was finally de- 
cided that the six men who had fought 
@ gallant battle for life in her torpedo 
compartment no longer survived. It 
was not until air lines, attached to the 


listening device of the torpedo room 
by a@ method never before used, had 
been pumping fresh air into the com- 
partment for 13° hours that hope was 
at last given up. Signals sent by the 
oscillator of the Falcon remained un- 
answered, and all was still in the bat- 
tered hull of the submarine. The 
eh gg regretfully admitted it was the 
end. 
Condition of the Hull. 


Throughout the day, however, diver 
after diver went down to the S-4 to 
survey the hull and ascertain whether 
it was too deeply imbedded in mud 
to permit of raising. The reports, 
briefly, indicated that the bow of the 
wreck was fairly free of the mud for 
a distance of 18 feet; that midships the 
ooze reached halfway up the hull and 
the stern was partially submerged 
Conditions, the divers reported, were 
better than they had expected in view 
of the soft bottom at the position of 
the collision. 

Diver Tom Eady, one of those who 
worked today, examined the stern of 
the submarine and brought back the 
news that the horizontal rudder of the 
S-4 was at 15 degrees, indicating that 
she was rising sharply at the time of 
her collision with the Coast Guard 
Paulding. The vertical rudder was 15 
degrees to tLe left. 

Even after Admiral Brumby had 
announced that all hope had been 
abandoned of reviving the men in the 
torpedo room of the S-4, the Falcon 
continued to force air into the com- 
partment, The returning air was much 
purer than when the air hose was first 
applied last night, but continued to 
carry a reek resembling rancid oil. The 
only explanation of this offered by 
naval officers was that the men im- 
prisoned in the S-4 had opened the 
torpedoes to release the compressed air 
and’ that oil had also escaped. 

Divers reported that the torpedo tube 
shutters of the submarine were closed, 
indicating that the doomed men had 
made no attempt to escape in that 
way.

GIFFORD AND SUBMARINE 
EXPERT DENOUNGE NAVY 


Representative Sees Inactiv- 
ity; Inventor Calls S-4 Crash 
Easily Preventable. 


TELLS OF WAR EXPLOITS 


Cotuit, Mass., Dec. 22 (A.P.).—Open 
criticism of the “inactivity of the 
Navy” at the scene of the S-4 disaster, 
and refusal of cfficilals in charge of 
rescue and salvage attempts to give 


“the truth to the newspaper men” was 
found in Provincetown “on every hand” 
by Representative Charles L. Gifford, of 
Cotuit. 

“Why don’t they do something?” is 
the cry heard everywhere in Province- 
town, Mr. Gifford said today. “I went 
to Provincetown because of the terrific 
criticism that came to me. I knew the 
people there would tell me just how 
they felt. While I dislike to say too 
much, I found their criticism obviously 
justified. 

“When the S-« was lost all day yes- 
terday, from morning to night, why 
wouldn’t they give those newspaper 
boys the truth?” 

“The Navy is going to say that there 
wasn’t buoyancy enough to raise the 
submarine. But they didn’t even at- 
tempt it. Why didn’t they try? The 
accident never would have happened 
at all if the tender supposed to have 
been over the submarine at all times 
hadn’t been in Provincetown Harbor, 
iuiles away, at the timc.” 

Boston, Dec. 22 (A.P.).—The S-4 dis- 
aster was termed “criminal” in a state- 
ment by Prof. Reginald A. Fessenden, 
published today. The professor invent- 
ed the oscillator with which commu- 
nication between the S-8 and the 
sunken S-4 has been carried on. 

“It was more than avoidable—it was 
criminal,” he declared in reference to 
the S-4 sinking. 

He said that his oscillator had been 
used for the prevention of similar ac- 
cidents during the World War, and he 
cited reports of the Navy to show that 
on two occasions destroyers running at 
17 and 30 knots had heard submarine 
rising signals in time to avert a crash 

Had the Paulding been equipped 
with an oscillator it probably would 
have been able to avoid the crash, even 
if no one was operating the microphone, 
he said. No special operator would 
have been necessary in his opinion. 
since five miles is a conservative dis- 
tance for hearing loud signals through- 
out the ship without the use of the 
microphone. 

Discussing the difficulty of locating 
the position of the submarine, Prof. 
Fessenden said: “If any of the vessels 
had been equipped with a fathometer 
or an echo sounder such as used on 
transatlantic liners and many European 
war vessels, the submarine could have 
been located within 15 minutes. 

“It must be clearly understood that 
in making these statements, I have no 
financial interests of any kind in these 
devices, as they were all sold outright 
more than ten years ago.” 


Warning in Fate of S-4 
Seen by Vatican Organ 


Rome, Dec. 22 (A.P.).—The Vatican 
organ, Osservatore Romano, applies 
the characterization “a tragic warning” 
to the sinking of the United States 
submarine S-4. It notes that the 
disaster occurred “at a time when 
armaments competition is being re- 
sumed with tenacity and implaca- 
bility,” 

The Vatican mouthpiece then

DAYS EXPLANATION 19 DUE 


Does Not Want to Feel Hus- 
band Was Murdered, As- 
serts Mrs. Jones. 


FOUR QUESTIONS ASKED 


Baltimore, Dec. 22 (A.P.).—The Bal- 
timore News today publishes a series 
of questions which it says were direct- 
ed to the Navy Department through 
that paper by Mrs. Roy E. Jones, widow 
of the commander of the ill-fated sub- 
marine 8-4, asking the department to 
tell her how and why her husband, 
went to his death. The replies also 
are given. 

The article says four questions Were 
asked by telephone as follows: 

“1. Why was the destroyer Paulding 
allowed to operate in an area set aside 
for submarine maneuvers?” 

“2. Why was the S-4 allowed to make 
a deep sea dive with no salvage vessels 
at hand?” 

“3. Why didn’t the Navy Department 
have pontoons at hand?” 

“4. Why was Provincetown with its 
cold stormy waters selected as the 
scene of the maneuvers?” 

Lieut. Comdr. F. C. Denebrink, 
spokesman for the Bureau of Opera- 
tions, the News says, could not answer 
the first question, referring the in- 
quirer to the chief of the bureau. [To 
the second question the lieutenant 
commander was quoted as saying the 
S-4 was not making a deep sea’ test, 
but was merely conducting standard- 
ization tests while running submerged. 
It was not deemed practicable that 
salvage vessels be present every time 
a submarine submerges. 

To the third question Denebrink re- 
plied that the Navy Department was 
unable to forecast when or where these 
accidents would occur. Submarine op- 
erations were conducted not at one 
point but along the entire Atlantic 
seaboard and out on the Atlantic. 

“It would be recalled,” he was 
quoted as saying, “that pontoons had 
to be especially constructed to salvage 
the S-51 when the submarine sank in 
Long Island Sound in 1925.” 

Provincetown was selected as the 
scene of the maneuvers, the reply to 
the last question stated, because of 
its proximity to the Portsmouth Navy 
Yard, where submarine activities are 
largely concentrated. 

When the answers of Lieut. Comer. 
Denebrink was shown Mrs. Jones, the 
News further states, she said they 
were “unsatisfactory” and added: 

“I don’t want to appear to be critl- 
cizing the Navy, for my husband loved 
the Navy and so do I, 

“But I would feel more reconciled 
to his loss if given sufficent answers 
and assured that his death was the re- 
sult of an accident that could not 
have been guarded against. 

“For I do not want to feel that my 
husband and his men were murdered.” 


Mussolini and Others

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LINDBERGH TOLD TO FLY 
HIGH OVER NIGARAGUA 


Rebel General’s Men Likely to 
Fire on Plane; Managua 
Prepares Reception. 


DANCE AND A BANQUET 


Managua, Nicaragua, Dec. 22 (A-P.). 
When Col. Charles A. Lindbergh flies 
to Nicaragua from Honduras on his 
forthcoming Central American tour, he 
will be advised to fly high or make a 
detour in order to avoid any possibility 
of outlaws taking a shot at the famous 
Spirit of St. Louis. This advice will 
be given since it is thought that the 
followers of the rebel leader, Gen. San- 
dino, might take a shot at any plane 
flying over Nueva Segova, where they 
are gathered. 

All Managua is looking forward to 
the flight and free excursion trains will 
be run to the capital on the day that 
Col. Lindbergh arrives to give every one 
a chance to see the American flier. A 
national holiday will be declared and 
the American air hero will get a 21-gun 
presidential salute on his. arrival. 

As soon as the colonel leaves Tegu- 
cigalpa, capital of Honduras, which is 
two hours air distance from Managua, 
mounted national guardsmen will play 
Paul Reveres and advise the inhabitants 
that Col. Lindbergh is coming on his 
good-will mission. 

Extensive preparations are in full 
swing for the reception of the Ameri- 
can flier and his mother in case she, 
too, should accept the invitation of the 
Nicaraguan government. The huge 
aviation field of 82 acres, built by 
American Marines for their own planes, 
is in fine condition and will be decor- 
ated with Nicaraguan and American 
flags. 

An escort of several Marine planes 
will pick up Col. Lindbergh as soon as 
it is announced that he has crossed into 
Nicaragua. After the flier’s landing he 
will be taken to the presidential resi- 
dence to meet President Diaz. All the 
school children will turn out to greet 
him carrying Nicaraguan flags on which 
Col. Lindbergh’s picture will appear. 
After the presidential reception the 
American flier will be taken to the Na- 
tional Palace and will be asked to make 
an appearance on a balcony overlooking 
a great square in which a huge crowd 
can be accommodated in order to give 
the people a good look at him. 

A great banquet, a public reception 
and a dance are scheduled and if con- 
gress should be in session, the colonel 
will be asked to address the joint house 
and senate.

Snow Changed His Course. 


Seattle, Wash., Dec, 22 (A.P.).—Snow 
in the Snoqualmie Pass, in the Cascade 
Mountains, caused William Edward 
Hickman to turn southward again aft- 
er reaching Seattle, Chief of Police Tom 
Gurdane of Pendleton, Oreg., who as- 
sisted in the capture of the fugitive, 
said in a long-distance telephone in- 
terview given the Times. 

“I was sure that Hickman would 
head this way,” Chief Gurdane said, 
“for our information was that he drove 
to Seattle, intending to go over to 
eastern Washington, out finding the 
Snoqualmie Pass was blocked by snow, 
‘doubled back on his tracks to the Co- 
‘lumbia River highway.

The chief said that Hickman offered 
no resistance when he and Buck Lieu- 
allen, State highway policeman, halted 
his car near Echo, 20 miles west of 
Pendleton.

Cramer Now Being Sought. 


Los Angeles, Dec. 22 (A.P.).—Andrew 
Cramer, named by William E, Hickman 
as an accomplice in the kidnaping and 
murder of Marian Parker, of Los An- 
geles, became a new mystery in the 
case with receipt of Hickman’s state- 
ment here this afternoon.

“Hickman is not only cunning and 
quick to take advantage of any detatl 
to serve his purpose, but he’s one of 
the most plausible liars in the world,” 
said the detective who had charge ©! 

“He can 
make his stories sound so like the truth 
that he was able to convince the court 
he was under 18 years of age, despite 
the fact that he had told police he was 
19. Had the police record been fol- 
lowed he probably would have gone to 
jail instead of being released on 26 
months’ probation on the forgery 
charge as a juvenile offender.” 


Parker Does Not Know Cramer. 


Perry M. Parker, father of the mur- 
dered Mitian, declared tonight that he 
had never heard of Andrew Cramer or 
June Dunning, the man and woman 
implicated by Hickman. 

An atmosphere of profound relief to- 
night seemed to have settled over the 
household of Parker. 

There was no evidence of any wish 
for revenge against William E. Hick- 
man, accused killer of the kidnaped 
girl, as Parker granted a representative 
of the Associated Press the first inter- 
view accorded by any member of his 
family since a few hours after the girl 
was stolen from school a week ago to- 
day. ‘ 

ay feel a sense of deep and sincere 
thankfulness,” he said, “that this man 
has been captured and that mothers 
no longer need fear that he may carry 
off their children. But I am not wish- 
ing that he be put to death, or any- 
thing like that. Of course, he should 
be punished—yes, I guess he should be 
punished.” 

As the news of the capture passed 
outward from pressrooms an air al- 
most of celebration was apparent in 
the city. Thousands upon thousands 
of Christmas shoppers rushed news- 
boys on the corners for extra editions. 


“They've Got Him,” Is the Cry. 


Men, women, even children—accosted 
any and every one unceremoniously on 
the streets. 

“They've got him, they’ve got him—” 
was the cry everywhere. 

Lined up at First° and Hill streets, 
near the police station, at the time the 
news was flashed first from the Asso- 
clated Press, were scores of motorcycle 
officers, come from all over southern 
California to assist in the great hunt, 
all set to dash to any point from which 
rumor might come. They welcomed 
news of the capture with ecstasy. 

Hickman tonight was indicted by the 
county grand jury as the kidnaper and 
murderer of Marian Parker. 

The indictment was returned before 
Superior Judge Carlos Hardy, who im- 
mediately issued a bench warrant on 
the charges. The court ordered the ac- 
cused youth held without bail. 

County Coroner Frank Nance today 
announced that Marian Parker had not 
been criminally attacked before her 
death. He likewise said in a statement 
no operation of criminal character had 
been performed. 

Coroner Nance said that every portion 
of the dead girl’s body had been re- 
covered. 

The county chemist, Coroner Nance 
said, had been given tissues of the 
abdominal cavity for chemical analysis:

Other members of the boy's imme- 
diate family here, including a 17-year- 
old sister and three brothers, also de- 
clared they did not believe their brother 
was the person in custody or that he 
was guilty. 


Bedlam Halts Shopping 
By Kansas City Throngs 


Kansas City, Dec. 22 (A.P.).—Down- 
town streets of William Edward Hick- 
man’s home town became a bedlam 
this afternoon when newspaper extras 
proclaimed the Associated Press report 
of his capture at Echo, Oreg. 

Newsboys became centers of scram- 
bling masses of humanity as persons 
tore at one another to buy.papers. Many 
employes in downtown buildings rushed 
from their tasks when the cry of “Extra! 
Extra! Boy.killer captured!” went up, 
and Christmas shopping was stopped 
temporarily. 

At one downtown barber shop, barbers 
ran to the street, leaving lathered cus- 
tomers to await the reading of the 
news. 

At the first cry of “Extra!” as the 
special edition reached the street, the 
people seemed to grasp its significance 
instantly and the rush for papers 
was on. 


Kidnaper’s Mother Once 
Inmate of State Hospital 


Little Rock, Ark., Dec. 22 (A.P.).— 
Mrs Eva Hickman, mother of William 
Edward Hickman, alleged slayer of 
Marian Parker, of Los Angeles, was an 
inmate at the State Hospital for Nerv- 
ous Diseases here for two months in 
1913, it was learned tonight from rec- 
ords at the institution. She was con- 
fined to the asylum at the request of 
her husband, W. T. Hickman, who 
feared she would take her life in a fit 
of depression. 

A statement made by Mrs. Hickman 
at the time said she had been suffering 
from attacks of melancholia and at 
times felt an intense desire “to run 
away from home, to be alone and to 
pound the walls and scream.”

Cincinnati; Dec, 22 (A.P.).—Interven- 
tion in behalf of George Remus’ by the 
jury which found him to be insane at 


failed today and apparently removed 
the last possibility of Remus gaining 
his freedom for Christmas from the 
jail where he awaits his Probate Court 
sanity hearing. 

Probate Judge William Lueders re- 
fused to recognize a petition presented 
by Robert Hosford, one of the jurors, 
and signed by the other nine men and 
two women, requesting that Remus 
either be given an immediate sanity 
hearing or be released on bond. 

The jurors’ petition said that the 
jury “sought to have the defendant re- 
turned to his mother and family by 
Christmas.” 

It recited that the jury, in returning 
its verdict of “not guilty of murder on 
the sole ground of insanity,” did so 
“after a careful consideration of the 
facts, and that it was a fair and consci- 
entious expression of the opinion of the 
ten men and two women constituting 
the jury.” 

Judge Lueders said that he had taken 
the matter up with Attorney Charles 
Elston, Remus’ counsel, and that the 
date for the sanity hearing would re- 
main December 28. 

Remus was denied bond yesterday, 
Judge Leuders said, because the jury 
found Remus to be insane at the time 
of the slaying and it was the legal 
presumption that he shall be considered 
insane until his present mental status 
is established. 

Judge Lueders today considered the 
appointment of alienists who will ex- 
amine Remus for the probate court 
which will determine whether he is sane 
and will go free or is insane and will 
be confined to the Lima, Ohio, asylum.

UNPREPARED BOR DEFENSE, 
‘There is no real news in the statement laid 
before President Coolidge by Mr. 


Davis, Secre- 


ag ‘tary of War, having to do with the woeful de- 


ficiency. in material preparations for national 
défense. The country was informed some time 
ago that there were not available enough arms, 
ammunition or equipment to place an army in 
the field for any length of time. The state- 
ment, however, does occasion surprise in that 


thé situation detailed is more serious than 
was generally believed. The fact that ammu- 
nition on haud would last an army of 1,000,000 
mén only one hour is enough to create gen- 
eral concern. 

Other deficiencies detailed in the report are 
equally grave. Under existing conditions, from 
five to eighteen months would elapse before 
production of necessary supplies would equal 
the need. In the case of some essential equip- 
ment, it is probable that the war would be over 
before it could be supplied in the amount re- 
quired. Secretary Davis suggests that a nine- 
man board be appointed by the President to 
study the situation and evolve a systematic pro- 
gram for placing the armed forces of the Na- 
tion in a state of genuine preparedness. He 
suggests further that a separate budget be pre- 
pared for the purpose of detailing expenditures 
for preparedness as compared with expendi- 
tures for maintenance of the armed forces 
and payments for past wars. 

Details of the report need not be further re- 
corded. The important fact to be learned from 
it is that the United States is in a woeful state 


_ of unpreparedness and that in the event of war 


prica might be overwhelmed before it had 
chance to get into action. 

No better method of tackling the problem 
could be evolved than through the creation of 
& preparedness commission. The United States 
never will seek war. It always will maintain 
a position opposed to armed hostilities as long 
as just peace can be preserved. America 
stands as the guardian of peace, but it can not 
maintain this position unless it is strong. Pre- 
paredness does not mean aggressiveness, but 
is'the complete opposite of it. The present 
state of national defense constitutes an emer- 
gency in which Congress should act forthwith. 


“LO, THE POOR INDIAN!” 


It is frequently said that the most disagree- 
able job in the Government is that of Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs. The present com- 
missioner, Charles H. Burke, has supervision 
of more than 240,000 Indian wards who own 
property estimated at over $1,500,000,000. 
This amazing sum represents a sudden acces- 
_sion of wealth, chiefly through oil and gas 
leases. It has developed problems that appear 
to be almost insoluble. 

Like firewater of old, a bit of money sends 
an Indian out of his senses. With the stu- 
pendous wealth a few of them have recently 
fallen heir to, the braves are almost beside 
themselves. They indulge in orgies of extrav- 

-agance so wild and fantastic that they are be- 
yond all appeals to reason. The Osage tribe 
is said to be the wealthiest per capita in the 
world. In the last ten years the total amount 
received by them from oil and gas royalties is 
reported to reach the sum of $180,000,000.

has returned to the gold basis. The 
decision to stabilize the lira on a gold basis at 


nineteen to the dollar came with dramatic sud- 
denness Wednesday night. It was made effec- 
tive immediately. The move followed ne- 
gotiations conducted by the Italian finance 
minister with American and British bankers 
to secure an ample gold credit for use in main- 
taining the value of the currency should an 
emergency arise. It, is understood that two 
credits amounting to a total of $125,000,000 
were secured. 

A little over a year ago Premier Mussolini 
announced that the Fascist regime would 
undertake immediately a campaign designed 
to revalorize the lira. At that time the Italian 
monetary unit was quoted at 31 to the dollar. 
The abnormal financial situation created wide- 
spread hardship. A depreciated currency had 
created an era of extraordinarily high prices.

| With remarkable courage and self-denial the 


Italian people supported the government in its 
campaign for stabilization. Wages were re- 
duced to a minimum, retail prices were cut to 
the bone, and the value of the lira was being 
forced in the right direction. Recently the lira 
reached an excharge point of 18.3 to the dollar. 
Premier Mussolini came to the conclusion that 
further revalorization was inadvisable. The 
decree establishing stabilization at nineteen 
to the dollar followed. The new standard 
makes the lira worth 5.31 cents. 

At the rate established Italy will have no 
trouble in maintaining the stability of the cur- 
rency. It is virtually certain that the credits 
extended never will have to be used, for the 
mere act of their extension indicates that Italy 
is financially strong enough to stand the strain 
of conversion. 

Italy now takes its place with other great 
nations in the work of stabilizing international] 
exchange. The achievement puts an end to 
the predictions that Italy would come to grief 
through manipulation of its currency. The de- 
cree will create economic stability in the en- 
tire country, and should have a beneficial ef- 
fect on the economy of the world. 


THE PIONEER WOMAN, 


Two years ago E. W. Marland, of Oklahoma, 
announced a competition for selection of a 
sculptured figure to represent and howor the 
memory of the pioneer women of America. 
Twelve sculptors submitted models which 
were voted on by the public in fourteen cities 
in which they were exhibited. The design of 
Bryan Baker received the greatest number of 
votes, and he will begin work immediately on 
the monument, When completed it wil] be lo- 
cated in the old Cherokee Strip, on a low hill 
cverlooking Ponca City, Okla. The monu- 
ment, including its pedestal, will be from 35 
to 50 feet in height. 

Surely no group demands homage apd 
honor more than the pioneer women of 
America. Their lot was hard. Trudging 
westward through unbroken territory, facing 
the perils of hunger, illness, savages and wild 
beasts, they kept their little flocks together 
and made homes where only desolation had 
dwelt before. The Baker statue catches this 
spirit. The sculptor has created a woman, 
dressed in plain, heavy clothing and wearing 
stout brogans on her feet, trudging forward. 
in one hand is clasped the Bible. With her 
other hand she leads her son, his fists clutched 
tight, his face aglow. The woman’s eyes 
point straight ahead. She moves bravely on, 
with her son, toward better things. 

America owes a debt to the wives and 
mothers of a century ago which no monument 
can repay. ‘A memorial, however, such as this, 
should be an inspiration to the women of 
today. 


VANDALISM AT WAKEFIELD. 


In 1882 Virginia ceded to the Federal Gov- 
ernment jurisdiction over the reservation at 
Wakefield, the birthplace of George Washing- 
ton. An increasing number of people are vis- 
iting this shrine, and the War Department re- 
ports that complaints of disorderly conduct and 
vandalism have been received, which compel 
the department to call on the Department of 
Justice for help. 

The Wakefield wharf, together with the 


monument on the reservation, are in the cus-: 


tody of a caretaker who is an employe of the 
War Department. But the caretaker has no 
police power, and as vandals have defaced the 
monument and broken down fences the Attor- 
ney General has been asked to direct the 
United States Marshal for the Eastern District 
of Virginia to commission W. R. Pomeroy, the 
caretaker, as a deputy marshal in order that 
he may have power to arrest all persons who 
are found committing acts of vandalism. 

Pomeroy is employed under the engineer 
for the district of Washington, and it is likely 
that he will be commissioned a deputy mar- 
shal, so that he may.protect the reservation 
from further depredations by vandals.

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JUSTICE HOEHLING. 


The resignation of Justice Adolph A. Hoeh- 
ling, jr., from the District Supreme bench comes 
as a surprise. During the nearly seven years 
Justice Hoehling has occupied his high office 
it fell to him to preside over some of the most 
important trials of the time. Among them 
were the Fall-Doheney conspiracy trial and 
the third murder trial of Ziang Sun Wong. His 
wide information and thorough knowledge 
with trial process invested his decisions with 
public confidence at a time when rumor and 
criticism operated unsparingly. Espécially 
during the Fall-Doheny trial was it neces- 
sary to move with the utmost caution through 
debates which vied with one another alike 
in ‘brilliance and hostility. Through it all, 
Justice Hoehling’s calmness, dignity and hard, 
common sense won universal admiration, No 
one who saw him in delicate and critical mo- 
ments can forget the high qualities which 
made him the ideal judge. 

Justice Hoehling retires with the respect of 
the bar, the press and the public. They may 
well say to him: 


“It doth appear you are a worthy judge; 
You know the law; your exposition 
Hath been most sound,” 


MAKE IT BRIEF. 


William E. Hickman, sought as the kid- 
naper of Marian Parker, of Los Angeles, whose 
murdered body was returned to her futher 
after payment of $1,500 ransom, was captured 
yesterday evening at Echo, Ore. The $20 
gold certificates with which the ransom had 
been paid were found on his person. He admits 
the crime of kidnaping.

PREMIER, PIANIST AND PRUNIST. 


Ignace Jan Paderewski, premier, pianist and 
prune-raiser, is a most versatile genius. For 
a quarter of a century he has been incompa- 
rably the greatest pianist of his time—if not of 
all time. In that capacity he has enthralled 
nillions the world over. At the close of the 
war, when Poland arose, phoenixlike, from 
the smoldering embers of disaster, his country- 
men turned to’Paderewski automatically to 
represent them in the difficult process. of 
making peace and establishing their long-tost 
independence, So Paderewski, who had de- 
voted his life to an art which is supposed to 
unfit a man for practical affairs, went to Paris 
on the most practical affair possible, the 
making of a nation. There, this supreme art- 
ist displayed all the hard common sense of a 
statesman. He went back to Warsaw, set the 
government up in housekeeping, resigned 
trom office—-and returned to the piano! After 
all the exacting business of haggling for terri- 
tory and sea-corridors, enough to fray the 
nerves of a pugilist, Paderewski’s art remained 
unimpaired. If anything, it is more glorious 
today than it was before the war. 

Meanwhile, between the task of making a 
nation and serving so jealous a mistress as 
the piano, Paderewski has found time to oper- 
ate a prune ranch with almonds thrown in. If 
this is not genius, what is it? 

One is tempted to speculate what would hap. 
pen to an American who tried to live such a 
life. For all their boasted adaptability, the 
American people will not mix their business. 
They regard any pronounced versatility with 
suspicion and dislike. While they “point with 
pride” to the lime and cement king qua lime 
and cement, they instantly “view with alarm” 
any tendency on his part to indulge in higher 
flights. On the other hand, they listen com- 
placently to the extent of $35.75 (plus war 
tax), to the warblings of a grand opera singer, 
but should that gentleman, in settling up his 
father’s estate, chance to become a director in 
a bank, they would yell with derision and with- 
draw their deposits. 

As Paderewski returns to these shores 
tor one of his concert tours, it might be well 
for his American hearers to ponder, in the in- 
tervals of the program, upon the example of 
the individual before them. Here is concrete 
evidence that a man can bridge the gap be 
tween the esthetic and the practical. How 
many Americans can do it? 


WHAT’S WRONG”? 

Gen. William Mitchell may have to come 
out of retirement to explain why it is that 
Army aviators are unable to hit with bombs 
the Peedee River Bridge which the War De- 
partment is attempting to destroy. During 
the first few days of the tests only dummy 
bombs were used, and although no direct hits 
on the structure were recorded, it was believed 
that several dummies that fell within a few 
yards of it would have caused real damage had 
they been “alive.” On Wednesday, however, 
twelve 300-pound high* explosive bombs were 
hurled at the bridge from Martin and Keystone 
bombers flying at an 8,000-foot altitude, and 
the bridge. was untouched. 

Aviators engaged in the experiment com- 
plain that the high wind velocity at the higher 
altitudes makes accurate aim uncertain. In 
time of war, however, winds can be controlled 
to no greater extent than in time of peace. Is 
the airplane effective as an offensive arm only 
when wind velocities are just right? 

There will be a lot of explaining to do if the 
structure is not demolished before long.

ONE WOMAN IS ACCUSED 


The Federal Government struck an- 
other blow yesterday at the operation 
of so-called diploma mills throughout 
the country by securing the indict- 
ment by the grand jury of Gilbert Pat- 
ten Brown, am attorney, and his sec- 


retary, Ethel G. Wood, and Edwin B. 
Henderson, director of physical edu- 
cation in the public schools, all of this 
city, and Frank L. Ankers, Frank E. 
Dean, Benedict Lust, Louis’ Lust, John 
Becker and Rexter L. Herron, chiro- 
practors of New York City, on charges 
of conspiracy to defraud: 

Brown, Wood and Henderson are al- 
ready under indictment for a similar 
offensé. The Board of Education on 
Wednesday reinstated Henderson, who 
had been suspended pending his trial 
on the original indictment, 

According to Miss M. Pearl McCall, 
assistant district attorney, who investi- 
gated the case, the defendants were 
actively engaged in procuring certifi- 
cates of incorporation for alleged “‘di- 
ploma mills” all over the country and 
were engaged, Miss McCall stated, in a 
highly profitable business. 

A certificate of incorporation cost the 
defendants about $5, or less, in money 
and about fifteen minutes of their time 
and sold for anywhere from $75 to $250. 
The United Statgs Incorporating Co., 
Inc., of 1914 Seventh street northwest, 
was operated by the defendants, it is 
charged. 

The alleged overt acts in the indict- 
ment mention the incorporation of the 
Columbia Institute, the Washington 
School of Massage and Physiotherapy, 
the Southern Nature Cure Sanitarium, 
the Universal Occult College, the Cen- 
tral Chiropractic College, the Colum- 
bia Health Institute, the United States 
Naturopathic Institution, the National 
University of ta lp we and many 
others. 

In each instance, it is charged, the 
defendants represented to their cli- 
ents that schools started by them had 
the sanction of the Federal Govern- 
ment and could issue diplomas and 
degrees. These representations were 
false, the indictment charges.

Announcement of the formation of 
the Brookings Institution, which will 
be located here and devoted to research 
in the social sciences, was made yes- 
terday by its president, Dr. Harold G. 
Moulton, at a luncheon meeting in the 
Cosmos Club. 

The new institution is a remodeling, 
with more ambitious aims, of the 
nucleus of agencies devoted to research 
in social sciences, known as the Insti- 
tute of Economics, the Institute for 
Government Research and the Robert 
Brookings Graduate School of Econom- 


ics and Government, founded here by 
Robert 8. Brookings. 

At the luncheon meeting, attended 
by Officials of the institution and news- 
paper men, Dr. Moulton, director of the 
Institute of Economics, explained that 
the new body purposes to found sepa- 
‘rate institutes eventually in all the 
social sciences. 


Every One of the Fine 


Brookings Institute Ceases. 


Under the new arrangement, the 
Robert Brookings Graduate School of 
Economics and Government has ceased 
to be a separate entity. The Institute 
of Economics and the Institute for 
Government Research, Dr. Moulton 
said, will become the two pillar bodies 
of the new organization. ThéV¥ will we 
retain their names and presefit- acter” 
tles, however, he explained. 

There will be no great change in the 
activities of the institutes for a year or 
two, further than natural extension 
and development, Dr. Moulton said. 
After that time, however, new institutes 
will be established from time to time. 

Plans have been nearly matured, it 
was explained, for a group of buildings 
for the new institution. The present 
intention is to locate these buildings on 
the site of the school at 1724 I street 
northwest. There is a possibility that 
another site will be chosen. A fund of 
$600,000 in the form of a memorial gift 
has been contributed for the construc- 
tion of the building group. Erection 
of the building may be begun in 1928, 
it was said. 


Millions for Endowment. 


The institution has been assured of 
an endowment of several millions, Dr. 
Moulton announced. Its present in- 
come, he said, is approximately $400,- 
000 a year. 

The principal immediate change in 
the reorganization of the three nucleus 
activities into one central institution 
had been the disappearance of the 
school, and the assumption of the 
service it rendered by the Institute of 
Economics and the Institute for Gov- 
ernment Research. 

That service, however, has been 
changed, for the institution will not 
grant the Ph. D. degree as the school 
did. As far as this phase of its work 

is concerned, the new organization goes 
a step beyond the graduate school. It 
will provide a post-post-graduate course 
for graduate students. 


Certificates for Scholars. 


It will take young scholars holding 
Ph. D. degrees, according to Dr. Moul- 
ton, and extend their research training 
in special branches of the = social 
sciences. The periods of study will 

‘ last from one to threé years. These 
scholars will probably be given certifi- 
cates showing the nature of the work 
they have done, he said, and in addi- 
tion be elected to nonresident fellow- 
ship in the institution. 

However, another major plan of the 
institution is to provide a headquarters 
for visiting scholars from all over the 
world, and to provide a means by which 
-mature scholars will be admitted most 
advantageously to the wealth of mate- 
rial and information which is available 
here. 

Although the work of the institution 
will run closely parallel to several gov- 
ernment activities, the institution will 
peek to keep apart as a private body, 
uninfluenced by government policy. 
Therein, it is said, will be its great 
value. 


Legal Steps Completed. 


The legal steps for the organization 
of the institution have just been com- 
pleted, Dr. Moulton said. This organi- 
vation included his election to the pres- 
idency. 

Leo S. Rowe, Director-General of the 
Pan American Union, spoke at the 
luncheon meeting. He declared that the 
institution will be the “cap stone of 

‘the entire university organization in 

. the humanistic sciences.” .

MATEUR boxing for the District 
of Columbia, provided by a bill 
introduced in. Congress last week, 

found a stanch supporter yesterday 
in Deets Pickett, executive secretary of 
the Methodist board of prohibition, 
temperance and public morals, locally 
and nationally known as a vigorous foe 
of professional boxing. 

Mr.’ Pickett indorsed the amateur box- 
ing bill during a conference with 
Charles L. Ornstein, secretary of the 
South Atlantic A. A. U., foremost pro- 
ponent. of the measure, who discussed 
the bill for more than two hours with 
Mr. Pickett yesterday. 

Taking the stand that amateur box- 
ing, as distinguished from professional 
prize fighting, is a decidedly beneficial 
sport and should not be legislated 
against, Mr. Pickett said:

Decadent State of Fighting 
Plainly Revealed by Pegler 


No Genuine Champions Below Light-Heavy 
Class, He Says; Walker Outlived Flowers 
to Win Middleweight Title.

EW YORK, Dec. 22.—When the 
senile Young Griffo died a short 
time ago it was widely observed 
that he had been born too soon and 
that this was too bad. If Griffo had

gle genuine champion in any of the 
six classes below the rank of light 
heavyweight.

Chicago is another center, but I re- 
call having noted some time ago that 
the gross aggregate receipts of all the 
clubs under the jurisdiction of the 
Illinois Prize Fight Commission fall far 
short of the gate at one of Mr. Rick-

' “So far as I know, no reasonable 
man objects to purely amateur boxing, 
conducted as a sport in the. spirit of 
sport. It can be made to contribute 
to physical and moral strength. 


“Any change in the District law 
which will permit amateur boxing 
under the auspices of national 
amateur associations of recognized 
standing, governed by reputable 
and conscientious citizens, is not 
to be opposed unless it is im- 
possible so to amend the law as to 
permit such boxing -nd still ex- 
clude from the District the plague 
of commercialized, unsportsman- 
like prize fighting. 


“The whole thing hinges on the ulti- 
mate efficacy of any proposed bill in 
accomplishing a commerdable purpose. 
No doubt the interested members of 
Congress, public organizations in the 
District and other citizens will make 
careful examination of any proposed 
bills with these things in mind.”

The 
thorough cleansing of the skin from 
cosmetics is usually best accomplished 
through the use of a good cleansing 
cream. or lotion; followed by a mild soap 
and warm water. This should never 
be omitted at night. 

2. This condition is probably the re- 
sult of the casual use of powder base. 
See that your skin is clean and, if you 
wish, apply a simple lotion before 
powdering. This will keep the skin 
from becoming rough or chapped. An 
almond lotion is a good choice. 

3. Petroleum jelly promotes the 
growth of the lashes and brows—it 
could not cause them to fall out.

How the United States absorbed 335,- 
175 immigrants admitted to the coun- 
try during the fiscal year 1927 is re- 
vealed in a report just completed by 
Harry E. Hull, commissioner general of 
immigration. The report deals only 
with those aliens admitted with the in- 
tention of making this country their 
permanent home and shows the num- 
ber planning to establish residence in 
each State. 

New York will be obliged to “Ameri- 
canize’”’ the largest number if those who 
selected that State as their permanent 
residence carry out their intentions. 
Aliens intending to live in New York 
numbered 87,864. 


Texas ranks second after New York. 
The number selecting the Lone Star 
State was 43,139. 

Michigan drew a large share of the 
total, 28,104 new arrivals. California 
received 26,029 of the prospective citi- 
zens, obtaining the next largest share 
after Michigan. Massachusetts was 
close behind the Pacific State with a 
total of 25,907. Pennsylvania received 
20,097, Illinois 20,723 and New Jersey 
17,059. Some other States which shared 
largely in the distribution were Ohio, 
9,126; Connecticut, 6,321; Washington, 
5,440, and Arizona, 4,873.

Dissatisfied with the slow procedure 
of the equity court and the inability 
to obtain service on William L. Osborn,

PRESIDED AT OIL TRIAL 


The resignation of Adolph A. Hoeh- 
ling, jr., Associated Justice of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme Court since 
June 13, 192], has been tendered to At- 
torney General John G. Sargent, it was 
learned yesterday. The jurist has 
asked that he be relieved from his of- 
ficial duties on December 31. He: re- 
fused to comment upon his resignation 
except to state that he will resume. his 
private practice which was interrupted 
when the late President Harding ap- 
pointed him to succeed the late Ashley 
M. Gould. 

Justice Hoehling was born in Phila- 
delphia, Pa., on November 3, 1868, the 
son of A. A. Hoehling, a medical di- 
rector of the United States Navy. He 
moved to Washington in his early. boy- 
hood and attended both public and 
private schools here. He attended 
Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute at 
Troy, N. Y., and later attended Lehigh 
University. He attended the law school 
of the old Columbian, now George 
Washington University, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1891. He was as- 
sociated with the firm of Shellbarger 
& Wilson until the death of both of 
these attorneys. He later became a 
member of the firm of Hoehling, Peelle 
& Ogilby and was a member of this 
firm when appointed at the unanimous 
request of the District of Columbia Bar 
Association by President Harding. 

Justice Hoehling presided at the trial 
of Edward L. Doheny, oil magnate, and 
Albert B. Fall, former Secretary of the 
Interior, on a charge of conspiracy in 
connection with the Elk Hills lease 
Both of these defendants were acquit- 
ed. The resignation was a distinct 
shock in court’ circles, as Justice Hoeh- 
ling was regarded as an efficient jurist. 
He was noted for his fairness and his 
ability to get down to the real crux 
of any situation or pleading before him. 


BIRDS TWIT AT LIGHTS 
CITY TURNS ON THEM 


District’s New Attack Against 
Starlings Arouses Derision 
of Feathered Hordes. 


The District Government essayed 
another offensive in its futile war upon 
the Pennsylvania avenue starlings last 
evening. The birds simply twittered 
derision. 

Whereas the Commissioners and their 
subordinates have yielded to the 
feathered army to the extent of termi- 
nating the effort begun by direction of 
former Commissioner Frederick A. Fen- 
ning to rout the starlings from the 
oriental plane trees lining the avenue. 
they have continued trying to deal with 
the more intimate problem presented 
by the roosting of the birds on the 
facade of the Municipal Building itself. 

First, they tried to wash the birds 
away with fire hose. The birds came 
back. Then a small flood light was 
placed. on each side of the building 
above the fifth-floor windows, presum- 
ably with ‘the idea that the birds would 
be ashamed to be seen or for other 
reasons shun the light. That did not 
work. 

A gang of men labored all day yes- 
terday installing a battery of four flood 
lights on the lawn of the District Build- 
ing. These were lighted at night and 
their rays turned toward the roosting 
birds on the high protruberances of the 
structure’s ornate front. No embarrass- 
ment of the starlings was visible. On 
the - contrary they continued their 
nightly antics, utilizing the new flood 
lamps as footlights, adding to the ef- 
fectiveness of their performance.

SHEDS TO BE WOODEN, 
COSTING ABOUT $55,000 


Extension in the Busy Season 
Can Be Had Through 
to Sixth. 


A strip two blocks long, on the south 
side of B street, between Seventh and 
Ninth, was selacted yesterday as the 
site for the temporary farmers’ produce 
market. The site is directly behind the 
Center Market, and fringes the Mall 
proper. 

The selection was made by Public 
Buildings Commission, of which Sen- 
ator Smoot, of Utah, is chairman. The 
commission turned down the recom- 
mendation of the District Commission- 
ers that the temporary market be lo- 
cated in the Mall. just south of the 
George Washington Memorial excava- 
‘tion, between Sixth and Seventh 
streets. 

The next step is to have Congress 
appropriate the money necessary to es- 
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tablish the temporary market on the 
new site. The District Commissioners 
estimated last week that it would cost 
| $55,000 to rerfiove the steel sheds from 
their present location to the new site. 


Covell Suggests Wooden Sheds. 


Maj. W. E. R. Covell, assistant to the 
Engineer Commissioner, yesterday made 
a suggestion which, he said, not only 
would result in a saving but would 
find favor with those who are opposed 
to locating the market in or near the 
Mall, for fear that it might linger there 
aS have so many other “temporary” 
structures. ‘ 

Maj. Covell suggested that, instead 
of moving the steel sheds from the old 
to the new site, the city construct cheap, 
wooden sheds on the new site. Such 
sheds, he said, could be constructed for 
$48,000, and would be good only for a 
limited period 

In announcing selection of the new 
site yesterday, Senator Smoot said that 
the Public Buildings Commission turned 
down the site recommended by the 
District Commissioners because it was 
too near the temporary Government 
buildings along Sixth street and 
Seventh street. 


Near to Market Business. 


Selection of the site behind the 
Center Market, it was pointed out, will 
place the farmers nearer to the general 
fiow of market business. 

Senator Smoot estimated yesterday 
that the farmers would remain on the 
temporary site between two and three 
years. By that time it is hoped that a 
permanent market will have been es- 
tablished. The District Commissioners 
have recommended that this permanent 
market be located in Southwest Wash- 
ington. 

Senator Smoot said that the tempo- 
rary quarters selected yesterday would 
be sufficient for about eight months in 
the year. In the other four months a 
much larger number of farmers bring 
their produce into the city. This over- 
flow will be taken care of by permit- 
ting the farmers to use the space just 
north of the George Washington Me- 
morial on B street. Thus, they would 
be in line with the others. 


Must Be Moved By February 1. 


The farmers’ market must be moved 
by February 1 from the present site, 
bounded by Tenth and Twelfth streets 
and B street and Little B street, in order 
to make way for the new Internal Reve- 
nue building. The center market also 
must be moved eventually. j
